He  did  not  flatter  either  Jews  or  (Jentiles,  his  con¬ 
verts,  that  they  had  a  prospect  of  heaven,  merely 
for  rejecting  their  former  faith,  and  believing  as  he 
believed,  and  subscribing  to  creeds,  which 

“Plajr  round  tlic  hruiJ,  but  come  uot  iinur  the  lifart." 

Nor,  on  the  other  hand,  did  he  represent  them  as 
imbibing  dangerous  and  evcti  damnable  errors — 
errors,  which  unless  retracted,  would  land  them 
•into  intolerable  and  interminable  perdition.  It  is 
not  for  believing  in  any  creed  or  doctrine,  however 
righteous  and  true,  that  man  stands  justitied  betore 
God.  It  is  in  fearing  God  and  working  righteous¬ 
ness— venerating  his  name  in  sincerity — regarding 
his  works,  and  obeying  from  the  heart  his  law ;  in 
whatever  religion — in  whatever  nation,  whether 
Jewish  or  Christian,  Pagan  or  Mahoniedan  ;  here 
is  the  acceptance  and  approval  of  GchI. 

3.  Having  thus  said,  Peter  then  proceeds  to  lay 
before  them  the  nature  of  the  Gospel,  which  thiough 
Jesus  Christ  is  preached  to  the  world.  “  The  word 
which  God  sent,  jireaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ 
(he  is  Lord  of  all.”)

of  “peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  men;”  or 
which  sent  forth  the  blessed  Redeemer,  to  preach 
the  peace  of  God  to  those  which  “  were  afar  ofl', 
and  to  them  which  were  nigh.”  There  is  an  im¬ 
portant  item  to  be  learned,  in  what  is  hero  brought 
to  view.  Although  there  are  distinctions  in  human 
life,  “  the  righteous  and  the  wicked” — “  him  that 
•erveth  God  and  him  that  serveUi  him  not :”  though 
•“  |:reat  peace  have  they  that  love  thy  law,  and  no¬ 
thing  shall  offend  them  while  the  wifked  may 
““  treasure  up  unto  themselves  wrath  against  the 
•  day  of  wrath,  and  the  revelation  of  the  righteous 
judgment  of  God ;” — tliough  all  this  may  be  true, 
it  is  not  the  word  which  God  sent  by  Jesus  Christ! 
True,  as  is  the  idea,  in  the  nature  and  fitness  of 
things;  permanent  and  enduring  as  it  may  be  in 
the  Law ;  yet,  though  the  joy  of'  faith  passes  un¬ 
derstanding,  and  the  humane,  philantliropic  and

This  gentleman  is  an  Englishman  by  birtli  and  a  phy- 1 
sician  by  education.  In  lectiiiing  on  human  physiology 
in  Philadelphia  city,  he  asserted  that  true  philosophy  (or  | 
nature)  and  revelation  always  agreed  with  each  other —  : 
or  words  to  that  purport,  lie  was  attacked  on  that  pro¬ 
position  by  Russel  Cantield,  Editor  of  a  skeptical  paper, ; 
(and  coadjutor  of  Dr.  Ely  in  the  attempt  to  put  down 
Universalism.)  and  a  public  debate  ensued.  Mr.  Can- j 
field,  a  Philadelphia  lawyer,  and  a  gentleman  of  New- 1' 
York  were  opposed  to  Dr.  Sleigh.  After  a  discussion  ' 
for  five  nights,  the  skeptics  withdrew  from  the  discussion,  j| 
and  a  committee  fiom  New- York  challenged  the  Doctor 
for  a  discussion  in  that  city.  He  accepted  it,  and  metil 
three  gentlemen  there  as  antagonists.  .After  a  few  eve-'| 
nings,  one  of  them  refused  to  continue  the  debate,  be- j; 
cause  the  Doctor  turned  his  skeptical  arguments  into  I, 
ridicule— that  is,  as  supposed,  pushed  them  to  conclu¬ 
sions  more  remote  and  ridiculous  than  the  skeptics  were 
willing  to  admit.  The  other  two  continued  till  the  nine¬ 
teenth  night,  when  the  most  prominent  one  declined  fur- 
tlter  debate,  declaring  that  he  should  never  more  pub-' 
licly  advocate  his  system.  The  Doctoi,  however,  c..n- 1 
lituied.his  lectu{es,  giving  one  hour  at  the  close  of  each  j 
for  any  one  to  propose  objections.  But  few  were  offer-  ij 
ed.

SUBSTANCE  OF  A  LECTURE  ON  ELOCUTION. 
Deliverrd  before  the  Law  AssocitUion  of  the  city  of  New- 
York,  April,  183(), 

BV  PROF.  S.VMUEI,  N.  SWEET. 

Elocution  i.s  doubtles.s  a  fretjueiit  subject  of  reflection  ; 
but  it  may  not  have  occupied  so  much  atlentiqii  as  its  im¬ 
portance  demands.  Inanciont  times  it  imjilied  the  word- 
lU^  of  a  dhscourse  ;  hut  cince  the  days  of  i^lierida:i  and 
Walker,  it  has  been  recognized  as  that  hraneli  of  rheto¬ 
ric  which  belongs  exclusively  to  delivery.  It  means  the 
manmr  of  reudiiig  tiiid  speaking,  and  not  the  mn/(rr;  the 
loague  and  not  the  pen.  'J'liis  is  so  univ  ersally  the  sense 
in  which  it  is  now  nndei stood,  that  no  iiioderii  anther  or 
lecturer  of  whom  I  have  hi-ard,  excepting  l!x-l’re.sideiit 
Adatn.s,  has  presejited  the  suhject  in  any  etlier  light.  He 
tnaintaiii:'.,  in  his  lectures  eii  rhetoric  and  oratory,  that 
elocution  now  as  formerly,  refers  to  the  diction  and  not 
live  delivery. 

lit  Greece  or  Rome,  teachers  of  the  ^ck?j  c6  of  speak¬ 
ing  well,  were  called  rhetoricians.  They  are  now  known 
by  the  appellation  of  elo(  utionists.  In  the  day  s  of  Uiuin- 
tnian,  .\ristotle,  Dcmostliene.s,  ard  Cicor*',  those  who 
practiced  law  were  called  actors.  They  are  now  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  various  ajipcllalions  of  lawyers,  barristers, 
attorney .V,  counsellors,  etc.  JMr.  .\dams  miglif,  I  tiiiiik, 
with  as  much  jifopriety,  call  gi  ntlemen  of  the  bar  of  our 
own  time,  play  actors,  a.v  to  say  tliat  elocution  means,  in 
this  enlightened  age  and  among  this  people,  the  style  in 
which  an  individual  write <,  in  contradistiiiction  to  the 
mode  in  which  he  reads  and  speaks.  Let  me  not  bo  un¬ 
derstood  a.s  eiitert.iiiiing  an  iiiifavoralde  opinion  of  .Mr. 
Adam’s  Isciuros.  They  are  very  excellent;  superior  in 
wnie  rospvjcts  to  tho.se  of  Dr.  Blair.  But  in  my  opinion, 
ike  most  elaborate  and  valuable  'ivork  tliat  has  ever  been 
iaiued  from  the  press  in  relation  to  this  .subject,  i.s  Dr. 
ttush’s  ”  Philosophy  of  the  Human  Voire.”  All  other 
haoks  that  have  been  published  siihsequeutly  to  that,  are 
®nlv  “  fruits  of  the  vine  which  he  pkiiitcd.” 

Aiuerior  to  the  puhlicatioii  of  Dr.  Rush’s  work,  elueii- 
tiou  was  considered  only  as  an  art.  He  has  creeled  its 
nwterials  into  a  scccMcc.  He  has  rla.<sitied  and  divided 
Uic  lltirty-five  elements  of  the  English  language.  A 
knowU  dge  of  these  elements  as  single  specific  sounds, 
is  conducive  to  the  atiamment  of  acctiracy,  force,  and 
beauty  of  expressieii.  Their  true  proTiuneiaiin!i,  aided 
bv  an  elocutionist,  may  l>e  easily  acejuired.  .\nd  by 
p'racficiiig  on  the.separa'e  elemeius  and  in  othei  exercl- 
.sA*  iu  eloi'iitioii,  articukitioii  may  he  greatly  improved 
and  the  voice  rendered  smooth,  puwerlul,  flexible  and 
melodious.  ' 

Oil  this  subject,  1  .■.peak,  a.s  the  old  Roman  .«aiil,  “what 
they  do  ktiovv,”  wliese  organs  of  speech  laave  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  lUe  gymmiitie  training  which  Dr.  Ku.sh  rctom- 
iiiends. 

Nature  iiudouhtedly  makes  a  great  diftewnre  in  the 
ctipscilies  with  which  she  endows  her  children  ;  hut  art 
WoIms  a  still  greater  dilFerenee.  Cicero  tells  us  that  *'  the 
poet  is  Itom,  tlie  orator  is  made."  ClDhililimi  was  of  the 
n^e  opinion.  He  says ;  “  Let  tl»m  cujoy  Uieir  persna* 
M(tp  who  tbitik  to  be  born  is  anfiicient  to  make  a  man  an 
•ntor;  they  will  pavdoa  <our  labor  whp  tbiuk  tliat  no- 
tbiag  can  arrive  at  perfection,  unleu  when  nature  ia  aa> 


t*()  thought  Deniostlienes,  who,  altl.qiigh  birsed  by  the 
I  audiences  before  which  he  first  apjieared,  with  an  -irdoi 
ij  that  could  not  he  (jueiiclied,  devoted  .several  years  to  the 
I  study  of  eloiptenee,  and  expended  some  thousands  ol 
i{  dollars  in  the  payment  of  a  rheioriciati.  .After  liaving 
attained  accomplishment  in  elocution,  he  again  appeared 
before  the  .Athenians,  and  with  w  hat  pow  trinl  eluipicnce 
did  he  call  upon  them  to  stretch  uiil  the  vnigkty  arm  of 
freedom  against  the  usurpations  of  1  hilip  ! 
j  S^o  tlionglit  Cicero,  vvi.odid  not  attempt  to  address  his 
:  fellow-citizens  until  he  had  superadded  to  well-regnlaled 
I  reasoning  pow  ers,  the  graces  of  a  [Hire  and  polislied  edii- 
,  cation,  lie  studied  it  thoroughly  for  nearly  foily  yeais, 
'and  ill  what  an  enchanting  maiiiier  did  he  aduiess  the 
i,  Roman  senate  against  llie  conspiracy  ut  Catiline!  On 
I  one  occasion,  the  eloquent  lipswith  w  hieh  he  spoke,  enn-
